decided on fourteen years imprisonment as his punishment. 


Breaking what appeared to be a 
hopeless 
deadlock, the 
jury in 
Judge Joseph Sabath's couit found 
the tall, blonde St Louis gangster 
guilty of the crime late yesterday 
afternoon, and gave turn the light- 
est sentence possible under Illinois 
law. Twenty-seven hours of stormy 
deliberation preceded the verdict 
Thus ended the first 
gangland 
case to reach a jury in Chicago, 
but there were indications 
that 
the legal fight to save Brothers was 
not over, as' defense counsel an- 
nounced they would ask for a new 
trial, and said they felt confident 
a rehearing would be granted. They 
described the result of a compro- 
mise. April 17 was fixed as the date 
for hearing their aiguments. 
"We have by no means given up 
hcpe of pro-vine that Brothers had 
nothing to do with the Lingle murd- 
er " said Louis Piqustt, one of Leo s 
attornej's.

TAX PROPOSED 


Matter to Come Before 


Voters at Election 


Next Month. ~ 


Initiative petitions for a city 
ordinance levying an occupation tax 
on slot machines were filed with 
the citv council Saturday afternoon 
by M. D. Guiley. chairman of a tax- 
payers' committee, and W. M. El- 
men, its attorney 
Over 2.800 names were affixed to 
the petitions. Under the charter, 
the council has the choice between 
enacting the proposed ordinance 
within thirty days or submitting it 
to a vote of the people at the May 
5 election. The policy of the coun- 
cil has been rather firmly estab- 
lished to submit initiative proposals 
to an election, regardless of its atti- 
tude on the question. 
The proposed ordinance would 
provide an annual occupation tax of 
$10 per vear on each cent of the 
cost of the merchandise dispensed 
from slot machines.

"Mr. Pickett was a member of 
a family of newspaper men, his 
father, four uncles and three broth- 
ers, all having been in the publish- 
ing business 
His grandfather. T. J. Pickett, sr., 
was one of the pioneer newspaper 
men in Nebraska. He first owned 
and operated a paper in Illinois and 
is credited with having been the 
first editor to back Abraham Lin- 
coln for the presidency. 
Later, with his four brothers, he 
came to Nebraska and established 
a paper at Nebraska City. T J. 
Pickett, jr.. the father of Stanley 
Pickettr assumed the editorship of 
the Nebraska City paper at the 
time of the death of his father and 
was active in the newspaper field 
until a few years ago. 
Stanley Pickett traveled for a 
commercial house for several years 
and then purchased the Emerson 
Tri-County Tribune,

Hunt to permit deduction of person- 
al and real estate taxes from the 
income levy on each person, cor- 
poration or partnership. But even 
with this "sugar-coating" the meas- 
ure was more than the house cared 
to swallow. 
Small "Benefit" to Farmer. 


Mr. Putnam shot it full of holes 


by taking: the estimate of probable 
revenue under the bill as made by 
Mr. Gushing, and showing that if 
the receipts were applied to reduce 
other taxes the decrease on an ordi- 
nary section of farm land valued at 
$10,000 would not be more than 40 
or 50 cents a year. 
"And this does not take Into ac- 


count what it would cost to admin- 
ister the law," Putnam added. "The 
expense under that heading would 
be very great, and any benefit to 
the taxpayers would be correspond- 
ingly diminished." 
In his concluding speech, of half 
an hour's duration, Mr. Gushing 
passed lightly over the contention 
of the bill's opponents that it would 
mean "just another tax." 
"I don't consider it necessary to 


discuss that point," he stated, "in 
view of the offset provision, -which 
has been inserted." 
Mr. Hunt, one of the bill's de- 


fenders, was taken to task by Mr. 
Nuernberger on the former's asser- 
tion that the average wage-earner 
and salaried, man -would have no in- 
come tax to pay. 
"Isn't it a fact that under this 
bill a wage earner or a school teach- 
er with an income of $83 a month 
would have to pay $3 tax?" de- 
manded Neurnberger.

NEAR BEER BILLS 


EXPECTED TO PASS 


Changes Made In Meawref to Meet 


Objections of Prohibition 
Advocates. 


Identical substitutes for senate 


and house bills whose passage is de- 
sired by Nebraska manufacturers of 
light beverages containing lees than 
one-half of 1 per cent of alcohol, to 
legalize their possession of malt or 
intoxjcatine liquor and mash used 
during the process of manufacture, 
have been reported out by standing 
committees for the general file in 
each branch of the legislature. 


These bills are revised drafts of 
H. K. 270 and S. F. 249. introduced 
bjr members of the Omaha delega- 
tion. In their present form, they 
meet the objections raised by pro- 
hibition advocates and one or the] 
other of them is expected to pass' 
without further serious opposition. 
The substitute bill eliminates the 


specific reference to "near beer- in 
the original measure and adds a 
provision that all waste alcohol 
taken out of the liquids in order to 
lower their content to the iwauired 
legal minimum must be destroyed by 
vaporization or some other method 
approved by «he federal prolilbltion 
bureau. 
A farther clause declares that op- 


erations must be carried on In com- 
pliance with *13 3a-*s and irfidattaas 
of the United States. 
Senator Easton is the introducer

—Thousands passed the bier of 
Knute Rockne at his home in Sun- 
nymede today to say a last fare- 
well before his body was taken to 
its final resting place in the High- 
land cemetery. 


As the refulgent sun of a beauti- 


ful day streaked a light of cheer 
for the heavy hearts, the thousands 
took one last glance at his casket, 
in state at his home, and then went 
to the Church of the Sacred Heart 
on the campus of old Notre Dame 
for the final services and thence to 
the cemetery, situated on the roll- 
ing Indiana farm hills two and one- 
half miles northwest of the univer- 
sity. 


Starts Final Journey. 
It wasn't until after 2 o'clock 
this afternoon that the cortege 
started from his home and started 
its final journey. Thousands stood 
bareheaded in reverence to the man 
who meant so much to them and 
the sports world. As it passed the 
Notre Dame football stadium, which 
Rockne himself built, there was a 
pause for a reverent salute. 


The campus was still and peace- 


ful, 
but the touch of sadness was 


everywhere. All business was sus- 
pended and trains running into 
South Bend paused for one minute 
as a mark of respect. 


Only 1,400 friends and intimates 


were able to squeeze into the church 
for the services, but other thou- 
sands, bare headed, heard the serv- 
ices from amplifiers on the campus 


The Rev. Charles L. OTtonnell, 
C. S. C., president of the university 
eulogized Rockne as the service as 
a man, who not only was loved by 
the world, but as a man whose 
name will be linked forever with 
intrinsic chivalry and romance of 
the great college game of football.

A HAPPY ENDING. 
| 


When it came to a final test, the lower house of the 


Nebraska legislature showed its good sense in refus- 
ing to pass a patched-up bill which would have estab- 
lished a state income tax. 


The Gushing bill was sent to the graveyard by a 


substantial majority and With its defeat the danger 
of hasty and ill-advised tax legislation was averted. 
There were two factors which contributed to the de-j 
feat of the measure. The first was-the lack of oppor- 
tunity for time and study in connection with the in- 
come tax proposal. The bill was not taken up until 
late in the session. With adjournment only a short 
time away the legislators were loath to plunge blindfy 
Into the complicated subject of income tax legisla- 
tion. The rates to be fixed could have been only 
guesswork. They might have produced the desired 
revenue, and then again they might have placed a 
crushing burden upon the taxpayers. 


Before intelligent action can be taken on rates com- 


plete information should be had on the total revenue 
collected under the federal income tax law over * 
period of time. Under the circumstances the income 
tax could not have been substituted for the property 
tax. Its sponsors had no knowledge whether it would 
provide sufficient revenue to maintain the various 
activities of the state government. It would have 
been merely another tax, added to the load which the 
Nebraska taxpayer now carries. 


The legislature knew the people were in no mood 


to swallow a new tax The income tax was acceptable 
only as a replacement or substitute. Since the prop- 
erty tax was to be left there was nothing to do except 
kill the Gushing bill. 


If the agitation for an income tax is to be renewed 


two years hence, some effort should be made to ob- 
tain full and complete information as to its results 
in other states. Certainly the reports from Wiscon- 
sin have not been reassuring. There property taxes 
have increased greatly during the eighteen years the 
income tax has been in operation—jumping from $33,- 
000,000 the year it became effective to $123,000,000 in 
1930. 
At the same time Income tax collections in- 


creased from $1,000,000 to $20,000,000. Its friends' re- 
ply by saying property taxes would have increased 
even more had there been no income tax. That is 
guesswork. What- is more probable is that with addi- 
tional revenue available, new governmental activities 
were created tto spend the added funds. 


If the income tax can be utilized to eliminate in- 


equalitiei in the tax burden, however, there should 
be no objection to it. Before the next legislative ses- 
sion a nonpartisan commission should obtain full and 
complete Information about it. There need be no paid 
agency for this purpose. Those who are certain the 
income tax provides a way out from the tax swamp 
should see to it the facts are gathered, and placed 
before the public for study. 


Fortunately Nebraska has escaped the serious con- 


sequences which would have followed in the foot- 
steps of a hastily-drawn income tax law. It marks 
the termination of one of the most important and one 
of the most bitter fights of the present session. There 
will be general satisfaction with the result.

bill: 


1.—Strong steel handle big enough to get your fist 


into. 


2.—Ounces of the stickiest stuff he could find. 
3.—Hooks that would bite Into the pocket. 
4.—Duplicate* to be retained by the owner. 


A BACK PATTING GAME. 


failure of the houss of representatives to approve a 


senate amendment to H. R. 12 has placed a threat 
that a most undesirable change in county government 
will be saddled off on Douglas and Lancaster counties. 


The bill proposes to elect countv commissioners by 


districts as well as to nominate them by districts. 
There is some doubt about the feasibility of the bill 
for any county but that is a matter for representative* 
of the other counties to decide. There can be no 
doubt that it would not be to the best interests of thia 
county. 


The senate removed Douglas and Lancaster county 


from the provisions of the act, leaving election of 
commissioners in the two counties on the same basis 
as at present. The house rejected the amendment. 
The senate conference committee should stand firm 
for sustaining the amendment. 


Passage of the bill In Its original form, would open 


the door to one of the most extensive games of back 
patting that can be imagined. With no necessity 
of handling his affairs so as to secure general county 
approval, each commissioner would set out to satisfy 
his particular district. 


Charity and pensions distributed by the county 


commissioners would probably be the chief offense. 
To each suggestion of aid where it meant votes, the 
other two commissipners could be expected to agree, 
prepared to ask and receive similar advantages for 
themselves. The development of a systematic county 
highway program would have been extremely diffi- 
cult if commissioners had been elected by districts and 
were anxious only to placate the groups in their dis- 
tricts instead of looking at the general county welfare. 


The door should not be opened to such abuses. 


THE ECONOMIC DEFEATIST. 


When a nation Is at war, only less hated than the 


enemy which is being met upon the field of battle is 
the "defeatist" at home. In every great conflict that 
has taken place it has been necessary to contend with 
these spineless or malicious individuals and organiza- 
tions, who have been as pernicious in their influence 
as have been the spies and secret propagandists who 
have worked In the interest of the avowed antag- 
onist. 


The defeatist is the one who insists that the cause 


of the state to which he pretends fealty is a hopeless 
one and who advises compromise or surrender. He 
is a cause of discouragement to the soldier, as well 
as to the officials of government and the citizens who 
are contributing moral and financial backing to the 
utmost of their ability. He is lacking in stamina and 
moral courage and it seems impossible for him to see 
any but the dark side. That his country's armies or 
diplomats should win is ever a matter of the greatest 
surprise to him and he can never understand how it 
happens. 


There are defeatists at large in this country today 


and by then- mistaken actions they are doing their 
very best to make impossible a victory for forward 
looking, optimistic and militant men and women ever 
the hosts of depression. They are the ones who in- 
sist upon cutting the wages of artisans and laborers 
and thereby withholding the only ammunition with 
which the enemy may be vanquished. 


It must be forever borne in mind that people can 


buy nothing unless they have the wherewithal to buy 
and that every dollar in wages that is withheld from 
the laborer curtails to that extent the purchasing 
power of the nation. We can't have prosperity in 
Nebraska if there is none in the other portions of the 
country, and there can be none there if the residents 
have no greater income than that required to merely 
sustain life. 


If people, on account of reduced Income, are com-, 


pelled to skimp along, they cannot buy new clothes 
or shoes as soon as they need them, and the ones 
who supply these things are thrown out of work. 
Then their buying power is cut off and others are 
without jobs, while prices of farm products go down, 
because the market it curtailed. 


The men and women who have courage and vision, 


see that the only way to have good times and high 
prices is to keep fighting for them, just as that is the 
only way to win in war. It will never do to lay down, 
admit defeat and deprive the troops of further sus- 
tenance. High prices can never return unless accom- 
panied or preceded by high wages. The defeatist is 
doomed to defeat.

Bat it ha* been 
criticized that the subject received 
"a truly Gargantuan dose" ol pro- 
tein, and that in spite of the evi- 
dence of Wdnev damage and the 
high daily caloric intake of his diet, 
he -quickly returned to normal con- 
ditions and that his health really 
was not at any time impaired.

When 
the ordinary person would Jflce Jo 
know what he should do about H 
the answer comes from the ei-ery 
day experience of the race. Psxson- 
ally I know of no vegetarian doc- 
tors.

The evidence of intelligent design 


in nature is regarded as indicative 
of an intelligent designer—that is, 
of a Supreme Being directing all 
natural phenomena. In that case 
the phenomena in question would 
prove nothing either-ms to origin or 
as to finality in nature, but merely 
the capacity of the mind of man 
to appreciate intelligent design, just 
as the eye has the capacity to ap- 
preciate color. lias not the mind 
of man, therefore, merely adapted 
itself to the phenomena- evidenced 
by nature? 


ANSWER. 


I confess that your question is not 


very clear to me. As I apprehend its 
meaning, you recognize that nature 
appears to be a rational system, but 
are unwilling to concede that It 
manifests and depends upon a, crea- 
tive rational mind. You also seem 
to imply that man's mentality is 
only a development from nature. 
Hence your conclusion that what he 
finds in nature is simply what na- 
ture equips hUn to find. 


If that is^a correct analysis of 


your inquiry you are trying to get 
nd of the idea of God. But can 
you defend your method? v It in- 
volves the denial of any final and 
absomte significance to mind. The 
argument is that since nature pro- 
duces mind, mind simply finds 
itself in nature. Yet if tbis is the 
correct interpretation, 
how could 


you have arrived at it? 
For you 
exhibit in your reasoning, incorrect 
though if, is, a palpable superiority 
to nature. 


Plainly mind is not simply a by- 


product of nature. It it nature's 
conqueror. It asks questions which 
the visible creation cannot answer. 
It weighs the stars in its balance. 
It controls the forces of men's en- 
vironment. It improves on what it 
finds there. Take a humble illustra- 
tion. The difference between a crab- 
apple and a golden pippin is made 
by human intelligence. Take a lofty 
one. The difference between a thun- 
der storm and your home flooded 
with electric light is made by Edi- 
son's genius and that of like minded 
scientists. Take a worldwide one. 
The 
difference 
between 
Niddly 


Whang in Africa and Fifth Avenue, 
New York, is made by man's co- 
operation with nature. 


Kationa-1 though 'nature may be, 
our race imposes a higher reason 
on its movements. Whence came the 
ability to do this? You must either 
leave it unexplained or ascribe it to 
the universal mind we call God. On 
this ascription nature is but a body 
of given conditions by means_ of 
which God produces, develops and 
perfects other minds. "The Intelli- 
gent design" you mention therefore 
becomes just so much symbolism by 
which the Creative Mind holds 
commerce with the created mind. 
I submit that this interpretation is 


far more reasonable and closer to 
the facts than that suggested in 
your letter.

My son, who had a good job, de-' 


cided to go into businesi for him- 
self, although he had not saved 
much.

me my husband, since title was in 
his name, borrowed $1,600 on the 
home to help start the boy in busi- 
ness. I have had to struggle to do as 
much as I have dune, sometimes 
not having a decent dress for even 
indoors. As it now stands I shall 
have to work hard for four or five 
years more to get the home paid 
for, and my efforts to get work 
from time to time, in order to meet 
our indebtedness, are laughed at.

What should I 
do? 


ANSWER. 


You must appreciate that it is 
not easy to understand all the 
phases of this domestic mix-up on 
the strength of so brief a letter con- 
taining only the foregoing facts. 
However, some things seem clear. 
You 
certainly 
should 
be con- 


sulted about extending the periods 
of indebtedness on a hcme toward 
the- payment of which you are 
largely contributing by your unre- 
mitting labors as a wife. In addition 
19 being ignored in this business, 
you have to endure harsh treatment 
which indicates that your self-sac- 
rifice and economy are not ap- 
preciated. Forgive me if I say that 
your sou seems as stupid as he is 
selfish. 


The fact that the house-is in your 
husband's name 
gives him legal 


rights, but it furnishes no ground 
whatever for his inconsiderateness. 
The least he could do would be to 
show you that he values your help, 
without which the loan to your son 
could nos have been made. Should 
the boy succeed in his business ven- 
ture, see to it that he pays back 
every cent borrowed. If he should 
fail, however, this $1,600 is probably 
lost. The only consolation is that it 
is a family- transaction. But I am 
bound to,admit that relatives are 
frequently wretched debtors. 


Do not consent to stay on the do- 
mestic treadmill indefinitely. Have 
a frank, conference with your hus- 
band and son. Remind them that 
the subjection of women is an ex- 
ploded idea in America. Insist on 
suitable clothes, reasonable recrea- 
tion and the respect due an un- 
selfish, toiling wife'and mother. A 
dose of self-assertion may improve 
your prospects, and also those of 
your sick boy. He deserves your 
tenderest care.

When It came to a final test, the lower hou se of the 
Nebrask a legislatu re showed its good .sense in refu s­ 
ing to paas a patched-u p bill which wou ld have estab­ 
lished a state income tax. 
The Cu shing bill was sent to the graveyard by a 
su bstantial majority and w'lth its defeat the danger 
of hasty and ill-advised tax legislation wa.s averted. 
There were two factors which contribu ted to the de­ 
feat of the measu re. The first was ^he lack of oppor­ 
tu nity for time and stu dy in connection with the In- 
wjme tax proposal. The bill was not tak en u p u ntil 
late in the session. 
With adjou rnment only a short 
lime away the legislators were loath to plu nge blindfy 
into the complicated su bject of income tax legisla­ 
tion. 
The rates to be fixed cou ld have been only 
gu esswork . 
They might have produ ced the desired 
revenu e, and then again they might liave placed a 
cru shing bu rden u pon the taxpayers. 
Before intelligent action can be tak en on rates com- 
plete information shou ld be had on the total revenu e 
collected u nder the federal Income tax law over 
a 
period of time. Under the circu mstances the Income 
ta x cou ld not have been su bstitu ted for the property 
ta x . Its sponsors had no k nowledge whether it wou ld 
provide su fficient revenu e to maintain the variou s 
activities of the state government. 
It wou ld have 
been merely another tax, added to the load which the 
Nebrask a taxi^yer now carries 
The legUlatu re k new the people were in no mood 
to swallow a new tax. The Income tax was acceptable 
only as a replacement or su bstitu te. Since the prop­ 
erty tajt was to be left there w-as nothing to do except 
k ill the Cu shing bill. 
If the agitation for an income tax is to be renewed 
two years hence, some effort shou ld be made to ob­ 
tain fu ll and complete information as to its resu lts 
in other states. 
Certainly the report.^ from Wiscon­ 
sin have not been reassu ring. 
There property taxes 
have Increased greatly du ring the eighteen years the 
Income tax has been in operation—Ju mping from $33,- 
(MW.OOO the year it became effective to $123,000.000 in 
19 30. At the same time Income tax collections in­ 
creased from $1,000,000 to $20.000.000. Its friends re­ 
ply by saying property taxes wou ld have increased 
even more had there been no Income tax. 
T hat is 
gu esswork . Whab is more probable is that with addi­ 
tional revenu e available, new governmental activities 
were created to si>end the added fu nds. 
If the Income tax can be u tilized to eliminate in­ 
equ alities in the tax bu rden, however, there shou ld 
be no objection to It, Before the next legislative ses­ 
sion a nonpartisan commission shou ld obtain fu ll and 
complete information abou t it. There need be no paid 
agency for this pu rpose. Those who are certain the 
Income tax provides a way ou t from the tax swamp 
shou ld see to it the facts are gathered, and placed 
before the pu blic for stu dy. 
Fortu nately Nebrask a has escaped the seriou s con­ 
sequ ences which wou ld have followed in the foot­ 
steps of a hastily-drawn Income tax law. 
It mark s 
the term ination of one of the most Important and one 
of the most bitter fights of tlie present session. There 
w’lll be general satisfaction with the resu lt. 


A BACK PATTING GAME. 
Failu re of the hou se of representatives to approve a 
senate amendment to H. R. 12 has placed a threat 
that a mo.st u ndesirable change in cou nty government 
will be saddled off on Dou glas and Lancaster cou nties. 
The bill proposes to elect cou ntv commissioners by 
districts as well 
as to nominate them by districts. 
There is some dou bt abou t the feasibility of the bill 
for any cou nty bu t that is a m atter for representatives 
of the other cou nties to decide. There can be no 
dou bt that it w-ou ld not be to the best interests of this 
cou nty. 
The senate removed Dou glas and Lancaster cou nty 
from the provisions of the act, leaving election of 
commissioners in the tw’o cou nties on the same basis 
as at present. 
The hou se rejected the amendment. 
The senate conference committee shou ld stand firm 
for su staining the amendment. 
Passage of the bill in its original fornv wou ld open 
the door to one of the most extensive games of back 
patting that can be imagined. 
With no necessity 
of handling his affairs so as to secu re general cou nty 
approval, each commissioner wou ld set ou t to satisfy 
hLs particu lar district. 
Charity and i>ensions distribu ted by the cou nty 
commissioners wou ld probably be the chief offense. 
To each su ggestion of aid where it m eant votes, the 
other two commissioners cou ld be expected to agree, 
prepared to ask and receive similar advantage.s for 
themselves. The development of a systematic cou nty 
highway program wou ld have been extremely diffi­ 
cu lt if commissioners had been elected by districts and 
w'ere anxiou s only to placate the grou p» in their dis­ 
tricts Instead of look ing 
fit the general cou nty welfare. 
The door shou ld not be opiened to su ch abu ses. 


THE ECONOMIC DEFEATIST. 
When a nation is at war, only less hated than the 
enemy which is being met u pon the field of battle is 
the “defeatist” at home. In every great conflict that 
has tak en place it has been necessary to contend with 
these spineless or maliciou s Individu als and organiza­ 
tions, who have been a* p>erniciou s in their influ ence 
a* have been the spies and secret propagandists who 
have work ed in the Interest of the avowed antag­ 
onist. 
The defeatist is the one who Insists that the cau se 
of the state to which he pretends fealty Is a hopeless 
one and who advises compromise or su rrender. 
He 
is a cau se of discou ragement to the soldier, as well 
as to the officials of government and the citizens who 
are contribu ting moral and financial back ing to the 
u tmost of their ability. He is lack ing in stam ina and 
moral cou rage and it seems Impossible for him to see 
any bu t the dark side. T hat hLs cou ntry’s armies or 
diplomats shou ld win Is ever a m atter of the greatest 
su rprise to him and he can never u nderstand how it 
happjens. 
There are defeatists at large in this cou ntry today 
and by their mistak en actions they are doing their 
very best to mak e Impossible a victory for forward 
look ing, optimistic and m ilitant men and women over 
the hosts of depression. They are the ones who in­ 
sist u pon cu tting the wages of artisans and laborers 
and thereby withholding the only ammu nition with 
which the enemy may be vanqu ished. 
It mu st be forever borne in mind that people can 
bu y nothing u nless they have the wherewithal to bu y 
and that every dollar in wages that Is withheld from 
the laborer cu rtails to that extent the pu rchasing 
power of the nation. 
We can't have pirospierlty in 
Nebrask a if there is none in the other portions of the 
cou ntry, and there can be none there If the residents 
have no greater Income than that requ ired to merely 
su stain life. 
If pieople, on accou nt of redu ced Income, are com- 
pielled to sk imp along, they cannot bu y new clothes 
or shoes as soon as they need them, and the ones 
who su pply these things are thrown ou t of work . 
Then their bu ying power is cu t off and others are 
withou t Jobs, while pirices of farm prcxlu cts go down, 
becau se the m ark et is cu rtailed. 
The men and women who have cou rage and vision, 
see that the only way to have good times and high 
prices is to k eep fighting for them, ju st os that is the 
only way to win In war. It will never do to lay down, 
adm it defeat and deprive the troops of fu rther su s­ 
tenance. High prices can never retu rn u nle.ss accom­ 
panied or preceded by high wages. 
The defeatist is 
doomed to defeat.

One Station Now Lo- 


cated at Big Springs, 


In This State. 


WASHINGTON, April 4—OP)— 
Pilots flying the 
transcontinental 


airplanes from New York to San 
Francisco by way of Salt Lake City 
now mav talk with ground radio 
stations ' and be guided by voice 
along their route. The aeronautics 
branch of the commerce department 
today announced that 13 new radio 
phone stations had been installed 
between New York and Salt Lake 
City completing radiophone install- 
ation on the airway. These include: 
Gnnnell, la.; Tarkio, Mo., and Big 
Springs, Neb. 
These stations supplant in a large 
degree, the marker beacon whereby 
pilots tuned their radio sets to a 
series of dashes, the swelling or 
fading of which told them they were 
on or off their course. 
The new stations also make it 
possible for teletype operators along 
the route to identify airplanes defi- 
nitely. In this way the position, of 
every plane is reported constantly. 
The department has 9,000 of the 


17,560 miles of lighted 
airways 
equipped with teletype machines. 
The entire system will be marked 
Uy radiophones and equipped with 
teletype circuits as rapidly as pos- 
sible.

OMAHA, April 4—(^—Director 


Gordon Beck of the United States 
veterans bureau, today announced 
that 6,900 Nebraska World war 
veterans had received $2,65022237 
in bonus loan payments at the close 
of business at the bureau Thursday 
night. These figures he said, rep- 
resent payments make at the rate 
of 350 per day. 


The bureau, he said, has about 


5,000 applications on hand and 
these are being filled in the order 
received.

MUST BE EXTRA 


Sorensen Rules Factor 


Cannot Be Considered 
In Competitive Price. 
Services cannot be considered a 


factor in establishing competitive 
prices, 
Attorney General C, A, 


Sorensen ruled in an opinion Satur- 
day in answer to four queries in- 
volving the state's anti-discrimina- 
tion price laws. The laws forbid 
sale of a product at different prices 
in the state by the same firm ex- 
cept to meet a competitor's price 
in a particular locality. 


Service cannot properly be con- 


sidered a part of the price, the at- 
torney general ruled in holding 
that a person giving different serv- 
ice at two gasoline filling sttaions 
in a city could not charge differ- 
ent prices for the gasoline. It could, 
he held, make an additional charge 
for the service. 
The same rule, he held, applies to 


grocery stores. A cash and carry 
system store could charge no lower 
prices than a charge and delivery 
store when both are owned by the 
same firm, Mr. Sorensen held, al- 
though a separate charge could be 
made for the delivery and charging 
services. 
Permission to meet competition of 
a local competitor, Mr. Sorensen 
ruled in answer to another question, 
does not permit meeting the com- 
petition by offering a different 
article at a reduced price, if this 
were not the rule, he said, it would 
be almost impossible to secure a 
conviction for unfair discrimination 
in price competition. 


The attorney general held that a 
filling station could establish any 
price it desired for its different 
grades of gasoline, providing a uni- 
form selling price for each grade 
is maintained throughout the state. 
He had been asked whether all gaso- 
line prices had to be graded on a 
cost basis from the price of the 
cheapest fuel. 


"Oar laws." Mr. Sorensen wrote, 
"do not undertake to fix prices or 
to prescribe any rule or method by 
•which prices shall be fixed. They 
only forbid the seller from discrimi- 
nating in price between different 
communincs, sections or cities of 
tbe state for the purpose ol destroy- 
ing competition."

We Have Our Troubles 
Racketeering Profits 
A Costly Thirst

You may read "Washington fears 
that the hitch between Italy and 
France 0.1 their shipping program, 
may be sericus." 
It may be serious for France and 
Italy, but. it need not be serious for 
us if we attend to our own business; 
keeping ourselves prepared for any 
kind of navy, surface, air or sub- 
marine fieets that others may build. 


We hars things in this country 
that are serious and ought to keep 
Washington busy. For instance, our 
millions ot unemployed, a deficit of 
$800,000,000 which threatens, 
and 
the danger of discouraging business 
enterprise, employment and indus- 
try, by increasing taxation. 


While Uncle Sam struggles with 


a. deficit of $800,000,000, and 
his 
treasury worries about a few hun- 
dred millions of bonus for veterans, 
it may interest you to know where 
the "real money" goes. The "racket"* 
in fraudulent securities in Ns^r York 
state alone, according to the state 
crime commission, amounts to $400,- 
000.000 a year. The United States 
district attorney for eastern New 
York says racketeers take from 
$200,000.000 to $400,000.000 a year 
from almost every business in New 
York City. 


The reward of racketeering in the 
United States, throughout the coun- 
try according to the crime commis- 
sion, is from $12,000,000,000 to $18,- 
000.000,000 a year. 
That would more than run the 
government expenses including the 
pensions, bond interest. army, navy 
and amortisation of the national 
debt, and leave billions to spare. 
Racketeering, bom of prohibition, 


seems to be an expensive institu- 
tion.

Approval of the bonds, then, means employment for the heads of 
many Lincoln families during the summer and throughout the fall 
and winter.

We will be able to give men 
who want to work an opportunity to work. We will make it possible 
for them to support themselves, instead of forcing them to rely upon 
charity. And while we are doing all this, we will permanently settle 
the problem, which is of the greatest importance to the continued 
growth and development of Lincoln.

the East Lincoln Civic league in 
the Twenty-sixth and O street 
school Dr. C. Hl> Rush, candidate 
for mayor, and twelve candidates 
for the city council presented their 
opinions and platforms regarding 
the current civic problems.

Alleviation of the unemployment

"If I am 
elected I shall consider human wel- 
fare paramount to private inter- 
ests." Mr. Gilbert said. 


Mrs. Mary B. Laub, the only 


woman candidate for the city coun- 
cil, took a stand in favor of a stricter 
censorship of movies and in the case 
of vaccination by the public schools, 
she said that she believed that the 
parents should-decide -whether their 
children were to be vaccinated. 
\ The creation of a civic center and 
city beautification was the theme 
of the speech of Dr. A. B. Walker, 
city council candidate. He also at- 
tacked the management of the Lin- 
coln General hospital. Charles W. 
Branson spoke in opposition to the 
Ashland -water project. 


Clement Gaughan, local attorney, 


presented a platform based on aid- 
ing the unemployed. He assailed 
the use of outside labor on munici- 
pal projects and contended that "If 
elected I shall see that only Lin- 
coln labor shaU be used on such 
building." 


Wilber E. Sanford claims the dis- 


tinction of being the only candidate 
for city council who is not spend- 
ing one cent to get elected.

BONDS IN SNARL 


Meet Unexpected Attack 


In Senate; Action 


Delayed. 


Pitzer and Behrens Fear 


Weakening of School 


Fund of State. 


An act to permit the' university 
to sell bonds for construction of 
dormitories to the state board of 
educational lands and funds came 
perilously near death in the state 
senate Friday afternoon. A request 
of Senator Charles 
A. Warner, 


Waverly, for an opportunity to get 
further information on a contro- 
verted point, staved off final action 
on the bill. H. R. 239. 


Unexpected opposition developed 
to the bill which had emerged from 
a tussle in the house early in the 
session. 
It had not been antici- 
pated that the bill would meet with 
difficulty in the senate, but Senator 
Bowring, chairman of the commit- 
tee which reported the measure, and 
Senator Warner found the going 
rough when opponents attacked the 
bill 


Fitzcr and Behrens Oppose. 
Senator Pitzer of Nebraska City 


and Behrens of Beemer were the 
only spokesmen against the act, but 
the lack of aggressive response to 
their remarks indicated, that the bill 
was on the way to extinction when 
Senator Warner moved to report 
progress with leave to sit again. 
The bill would permit the uni- 
versity to sell bonds for dormitory 
construction'at a lower rate of in- 
terest than is possible in the com- 
mercial field, while giving the state 
as high a rate of interest on money 
in the permanent school fund as is 
ordinarily secured. Senator Warner 
estimated that the bill would save 
$300,000 in interest to the univer- 
sity in dormitory construction over 
the 40-year period planned 
for 
amortization of the bonds. 


Senator Pitzer pointed out that 
the dormitory bonds would not be 
government bonds but bonds of a 
private corporation, formed by uni- 
versity officers. They would have 
no security, he said, but the dormi- 
tories. He advised against opening 
up the permanent school funds to 
any new avenues. 
Opposition to any possible attack 


'on the permanent school fund was 
also voiced by Senator Behrens. He 
declared he had warded off four at- 
tempts to weaken it and be was op- 
posed to this. He urged the legis- 
lature to appropriate funds for the 
dormitories rather than to run the 
risk of depleting the school fund. 


Twelve Bills Advanced. 
The bill was the only one on 
which the senate did not take ac- 
tion in a busy session in committee 
of the 
whole Friday afternoon. 
Twelve bills were advanced and one 
'fc'as killed, the latter on the motion 
of its introducer, Senator Tooley of 
Broken Bow.

RED CROSS AID 


GIVEN MANAGUA 


Relief Director Finds 
Ruined City, Survivors 


Living in Tents. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, April 4— 


{IF}—The Red Cross today 
took 


charge of relief work in Managua, 
razed by earthquake Tuesday and 
gutted by fire in the hours that fol- 
lowed. 


Aided by the United States mar- 
ines and Nicaraguan constabulary, 
Ernest J. Swift, Red Cross official 
who arrived late yesterday by plane 
from Miami, set in motion relief 
and salvage machinery which will 
aim toward eventual rehabilitation 
of the citys 45,000 stricken popula- 
tion. 


Swift came to a city of ruins, de- 


serted by two-thirds of its residents 
and with the remaining third living 
in tents and temporary shelters on 
the heights overlooking the debris. 
Swift said that never in his exper- 
ience with disasters has, he found 
one where the destruction was so 
complete. Two thousand persons 
lost their lives in the quake. 


Score Executed. 


While recovery of bodies of vic- 


tims and treatment of injuries con- 
tinue, other marine patrols 
are 
meeting certain emergency situa- 
tions which have developed. Guard 
details have carried out -unhesitat- 
ingly orders to shoot looters, and 
four despatched Thursday night are 
understood to have brought 
the 
total executed to twenty. 


Another patrol is shooting at sight 


all dogs caught roaming the streets, 
for fear that the lack of water and 
heat may drive some of them mad 
and lead to an epidemic of hydro- 
phobia among refugees. Several 
cases of rabies have been reported. 
Another patrol follows the former 
and buries the slain animals.
